Btreetl inftrule and Imperial nogleut. 
There Is every probability ihai during 
nthei.BeXt BOHsion of tho Li'(;i»liUivo 
Goun'6il, which cunnoi, in tho coinnion 
course of cvonls, bo tur off, noine iiciion 
will have to bu taki-n with reuard to 
these changes. It ia ku wu thai the 
Imperial Qovoroment isauziooB to com- 
ploto tbe scheme of Confederation on this 
• ooulioent, before turning ll.q attfnuon 
"to tho West India possesiions and iho 
colonies of Aii'-trala-iu. It i.s also 
known that the Canadian Govcrnmeni,
